Since 
the publication of this invaluable 
information, the residents of ma- 
jor watersheds have taken active 
steps toward bringing about con- 
trol of their respective streams. 
In nearly every case a district or 
districts have be«n created, em- 
bracing the whole of the water- 
shed. 


Brazos River District First. 
The Brazos district, created in 


1929 
by legislative act,, was the 


first of such projects, then came 
the Colorado, the Guadalupe ana 
others. 


The object of the original ap- 


propriation of $600,000 waa to de- 
termine what could be done in 
controlling unregulated Texas riv- 
ers. The state board of water en- 
gineers, after exhaustive surveys 
and 
collection 
of 
authoritative 


data, was In a position to offer 
specific recommendations. 
These 


are now being acted upin in vary- 
ing stages of development and 
progress In the various districts. 


At the present time there are 


about nine river districts in Texas, 
which all together embrace all of 
the principal watersheds In the 
state, ; Included are the important 
Sabine-Neches, Lower Neches, Sul- 
phur River, Pease River, Nueces, 
Red Bluff district on the Pecos 
river, the Colorado (Upper, Lower 
and Middle) and the Brazos. 


When, the time comes that floods 


are controlled on all these rivers, 
the state will have been enriched 
by millions of dollars hrougn en- 
hanced value of agricultural lands 
and through the elimination of 
flood hazards

MOSCOW, Nov. 28.—OP)—Russia 


virtually has doubled her subma- 
rine, fleet during 1936, Admiral 
Ivan Orloff, chief of the naval 
forces, told the All Union Con- 
gress of Soviets today. 


Admiral Orloff announced 
the 


following percentage increases in 
naval equipment since Jan. 1,1933: 


Submarines—715 per cent; war- 


ships, 300 per cent; coast artillery, 
75 per cent; anti-aircraft guns, 100 
per cent; marine aviation, 510 per 
cent. 
The newest submarine figures 


showed rapid advances in under- 
sea craft construction since Jan- 
uary of this year when the per- 
centage increase since 1933 was 
stated officially as 435 per cent. 


The basic figures for Russian 
naval armament 
were not 
an- 


nounced. 
Urging construction of the lar- 
gest fleet in the world. Admiral 
Orloff warned there is "a world 
naval race abroad." 
"In the face of all-increasing

and Canada. The Mexican,

so small a country as Ni- 
caragua 01- Guatemala, feels 
that he is a citizen of no 
mean stale and wants to be 
respected a.- such. 


The people of these coun- 


tries, more-over, resent our 
egotistic practice of calling 
ourselves "Americans," as 
if we were the only people 
deserving that proud title. 
To them 
n-e are "North 


Americans," while they in 
broad groupings are South 
Americans 
a n d 
Central 


Americans. 


BIGGER MARKETS 


Nearly everyone has been 


impressed by recent figures 
showing industrial produc- 
tion and business 
volume 


rising well toward the 1929 
level. These 
figures 
are 


very encouraging, 
but as 


Harry Hopkins has pointed 
out, 
they don't mean all 


that many people take them 
to mean. 
Production equal to that 


of 1929 cannot provide jobs 
for as many people as were 
working in 1929, because 
with present machinery the 
average worker 
produces 


10 per cent more. And in 
addition to the workers still 
jobless for this reason, three 
or four million more young- 
sters have come to working 
age during the depression. 


There is a more cheerful 


way, though, of looking at 
the matter. Some business 
men have begun to fear 
that, with the rapid increase 
of production, the market 
will soon be saturated and 
progress will stop. But with 
a depression increase of sev- 
eral million consumers, and 
so many things worn out 
during the depression and 
needing replacement, 
and 


so many new, fine products 
appealing to the public, the 
potential market has grown 
so great that it should ab- 
sorb for years a great deal 
more than it did during the 
last boom. 


NEW MONROE DOCTRINE 


A nation's foreign policy is 


what the head of the na- 
tion says it is. In the United 
States, that is one of the 
President's preroga t i v e s. 
And a powerful one it* is. 
What policy will President 
Roosevelt declare at Buenos 
Aires, to the assembled rep- 
resentatives of the Western 
Hemisphere, regarding the 
problems 
of this 
New 


World? 


Perhaps the one policy 


foremost in the minds of the 
statesmen 
attendng 
that 


conference will be the Mon- 
roe Doctrine. It was an- 
nounced by President Mon- 
roe in a message to Con- 
gress in 1823, at the begin- 
ning of a domestic "era of 
good feeling" which some 
Amercans think is being re- 
newed now. It served warn- 
ing . on 
European powers 


that our country would not 
tolerate any more foreign 
conquests 
in 
this 
hemi- 


sphere, or any compulsion 
against free American re- 
publics, and at the same 
time declared that we our- 
selves \vould let them work 
out their own destiny. 


We have kept our protec- 


tive pledge against Euro- 
pean powers, at least. Our 
own record with respect to 
Mexico and the West Indies 
is hardly all that our most 
sensitive 
patriots 
could 


wish. But everything con- 
sidered, 
we 
have 
come 


through pretty clean. And 
latterly our conduct has re- 
assured the 
whole 
hemi- 


sphere. 


Yet the 
neighbors still 


dislike the Monroe Doctrine 
as it stands. It touches the 
pride of the stronger ones, 
and the weaker ones still 
fear that it might be used 
to their disadvantage. It 
has 
been 
restated many 


times, but without material 
change. It need surprise no- 
body if there is a historic 
restatement now, as a basis 
for closer co-operation in 
this hemisphere.

life, two of the 
world's 
great 


powers sought to draw aside the 
veil of secrecy with which Sir 
Basil had cloaked his existence. 
His name was linked promin- 


ently with arms investigations In 
both the United States and Great 
Britain. 


In 1934, agents of the Ameri- 
can senate's special investigating 
committee reported they found a 
connection between 
the 
master 
arms salesman and United States 
war materials 
manufacturers. 


Letters from the "confidant of 


chancellors" 
been found 


at the active opening. The leaders 
began to droop shortly thereafter 
and, near the fourth hour, there 
was little come-back to the ma- 
jority.

It was in Spain that the man 


of mystery was reported to have 
laid the foundation of his fabu- 
lous wealth. 
And it was to Spain that his 
interest turned in the last days of 
his life—but, friends said, it was 
a sentimental and not a commer- 
cial interest. 


Zaharoff rose from an obscurity 


so dense that not even the date 
of his birth was known, to be- 
come 
the 
first 
salesman 
of 


Europe, selling his wares of arms 
and munitions to nearly all of the 
powers of the continent. 


Many Stories of Origin. 
Many stories were told of his 


origin. Public records merely give 
1850 as his birth date and "Basil 
Zaharoff of Paris" as his father. 
David Lloyd George, when he was 
prime minister of England during 
the war, desired to know Sir Bas- 
il's career In detail. The British 
secret service took up the inquiry 
and the results broadly were that 
Zaharoff was born in Constantino- 
ple of a Russian father and 
a 


Greek mother. 
The father sent Basil to Eng- 


land to be educated and he was 
entered at Eton. 
In addition to 
his English education, he had the 
facility of the Levanine in his easy 
acquaintance with French, Italian, 
Spanish and Arabic. 
His father 


left him 40,000 pounds, which, the 
British found, were lost in gam- 
bling soon after he left school. 


The next several years are an 


obscure page. Sir Basil was sup- 
poseil to have been a newspaper- 
man In New York and perhaps 
other American cities. 
He was 


well acquainted with the United 
States and followed politics and 
finance here. 
First Activities. 
Zaharoff's entrance into interna- 


tional affairs 
appears 
to 
have 
been made in the early seventies 
when he was reported to have 
supplied contraband arms to Egyp- 
tian and Upper Nile insurgents. 
Soon afterward he became agent 
in Athens for Vickers and Com- 
pany, arms manufacturers, and in 
a reserved way was 
force in 
Greek politics. He gave and sub- 
scribed the equivalent of millions 
of dollars to help Greece in the 
Balkan wars. 
His sisters. Mile. 


Zoe Zaharoff and Mme. Sevasti. 
were well known socially In the 
Greek capital. 


Subsequently Zaharoff's fortune 
grew from his arms, shipbuilding 
and oil enterprises. 
He was re- 
puted to have a controlling inter- 
est in the Monte Carlo gambling

mained away from the gaming ta- 
bles. 


During the world war, Sir Basil 
was in influential figure. He was 
a generous donor to the poor of 
Paris. He founded professorships 
of aviation at Universities of Par- 
is, Leningrad 
and London, and 


was Interested in a professorship 
of French literature at Oxford and 
a chair of English literature at 
the Paris University. He held the 
degree of Doctor of Laws In the 
University of Paris and Doctor of 
Civil Law in Oxford University.

Zaharoff and the 
duchess were married the same 
year, and Lady Zaharoff's death 
in 1926 was a severe blow to Sir 
Basil. Success In Near East. 
Zaharoff was successful in the 


Near East in the sale of artillery 
and every sort or arms. He was 
advanced to the Russian agency 
of Vlckers, with residence in Par- 
is. As one of the principal pro- 
prietors of Barrow and Company, 
shipbuilders, he was reported to 
have made seven million pounds 
for himself out of his transactions 
with Russia in the Japanese war. 
He became a shareholder In Vick- 
ers and chairman of the company. 


Vickers had contracts with the 


allied governments at one time to 
the amount of 80 millions pounds 
and Sir Basil shared In the divi- 
dends to the extent of many mil- 
lions. 
He previously had gone 


heavily into the Dutch oil compan- 
ies and had enterprises of various 
sorts throughout the world, all of 
which appear to have been suc- 
cessful. 


"My luck," said he, "has been 


so well known among my friends 
and acquaintances that on more 
than one occasion when a new en- 
terprise was being begun I have 
been asked by the pormoter to be 
the first client of the house. 
I 
have the reputation of having a 
great fortune, but I can say sin- 
cerely that I have not since 1900 
tried to add to my possessions. 
The duchess and I prefer to give 
away in our own manner our in- 
come, with the exception of suffi- 
cient to live in the way to which 
we have become accustomed." 
Lady Zaharoff in her own right 


was reputed to be one of the rich- 
est women in Spain. 


Sir Basil had several residences. 
His country house at Balincourt, 
formerly the property of

Leopold of Belgium is one of the

a two-day stay in Corsicana. "Rcc- 
rilute" had been in Dallas iTie past 
three weeks, and will leave early 
Wednesday morning for a week's 
stay in Houston, before going to 
Florida for the winter. 


The ship was brought to Cor- 


sicana through the efforts of Leon 
Daniels, 
Goodyear representative 


here. 
Captain 
F. 
A. Trotter 
is in 


char.re of the ship, but remained 
in Dallas today on business. Other 
pilots with the ship here are John 
Rieker, Larry Furcolow and Bill 
Hudson. The ten ground men pre- 
ceded the "Resolute" here in a 
company service truck and 
six 


automobiles equipped with trail- 
ers.Mr. Daniels went to Dallas Sun- 
day night and flew down Monday 
in the blimp. 


The ship has a capacity of 112,- 


000 cubic feet of helium gas, and 
is powered with two Warner 125 
horsepower 
motors. 
The 
cabin 


carries FIX passengers and one pi- 
lot. It has a cruising speed of 50 
miles per hour, and a top speed 
of 65 miles per hour. 
Deflated 


the entire ship weighs three tons, 
but filled with helium the weight 
is nil. 
It is made of three-ply rubber- 


ized fabric, and 
is of non-rigid 


construction. 
The cabin and mo- 
tors are supported by steel cablas 
which are attached to other flex- 
ible steel cables extending from 
one end of the ship to the other, 
•worked into the fabric. 


Of especial interest is the ship s 


arrangement to prevent over-ex- 
pansion of the bag during hot 
•weather. Above the cabin, inside 
the bag is another fabric bag, 
which is filled with air. As heat 
expands the helium gas, it forces 
air out of the other bag through 
an exhaust unit. As the gas con- 
tracts a valve is opened, admit- 
ting 
air 
to the 
second 
bag 


through two chutes just behind 
the propellers, to tighten up the 
outside bag. 
Passengers will be taken up dur- 
ing the two days the "Resolute" 
will be in Corsicana.

LONDON.—Interest aroused by 


current conjecture as to whether 
King Edward VIII will marry Mrs. 
Ernest Simpson when her divorce 
decree is final next May brings 
to light a number of interesting 
facts relative to law and tradi- 
tion governing the royal marriages 
of Great Britain. 


In the first place, there is no 


British law 
prohibiting 
remar- 


riage of a divorced person. There 
Is, however, an 
issue 
involved 


based on whether officials of the 
church of England, which by es- 
tablished 
law 
usually 
conducts 


royal marriages, feel that such 
a union as (hat discussed between 
King Edward and Mrs, Simpson 
can be 
performed 
according to 


dictates of their conscience. 


Chief responsibility for deciding 


what action the Church of Eng- 
land would take In the hypotheti- 
cal matter would 
probably rest 


with the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury. And there are strong indi- 
cations that the archbishop would 
look with extreme 
disfavor 
on 


such an nlllancp and posslbrj go 
so fnr as to refuse to have the 
marriage solemnized 
in church.

and whose ex-mate was still alive.

Commoner Can Become Queen. 
There is only one reservation to 


royal marriage which gives par- 
liament the power to act. Under 
terms of the Bill of Rights of 
1089, 
the sovereign is 
excluded 


from the throne If he becomes, or 
marries, a Roman Catholic, but 
this provision does not enter into 
the current "controversy" 
since 


Mrs. 
Simpson Is a Protestant. 


Nor Is there anything In Eng- 


lish law prohibiting the marriage 
' ~ 


of the king to a commoner. In 
fact, unless one is either of royal 
rank or a peer of the realm, any- 
one 
In Britain Is a commone'r. 


And two of the king's 
brothers 


married commoners. It was es- 
tablished at the wedding of the 
Duke of York that his wife, who 
was previously a commoner, was 
due a status equal to her hus- 
band's after the marriage.

would rank as Queen Wallis with 
full privileges of royalty were she 
to become tho queen-consort 
King Edward VIII.

(/py—The nation's oil industry is 
in the best financial position it 
hag been for years, with all fac- 
tors pointing to increases in the 
price of oil, Charles F. Roeser, 
Fort Worth, president of the Inde- 
pendent Petroleum Association of 
America, said today. 
The official's optimism was dis- 


closed as he opened the 1936 con- 
vention of the organization here 
with oil men expecting more than 
1,000 representatives of the indus- 
try to be registered 
before the 


meeting closes tomorrow night. 
Texas, Oklahoma, Kansas, Cali- 


fornia and Michigan already were 
represented In the list of delegates 
with more still arriving. 
Roeser, reviewing tho past year 


in the oil industry based his pre- 
diction of higher crude prices on: 


One—A reduction in oil imports 


to more nearly a ration 
where 
they can be absorbed by Ameri- 
can consumers without upsetting 
the price of oil. 
Two—Movement of excess oil 


in storage during the last year 
without 
unbalancing 
the price 


structure. 
Three—Reduction in waste o* 


oil and gas production activities 
so that net profits to the com- 
panies will be larger. 
Use of domestic asphalt, in com- 


petition with the foreign product, 
has shown a sharp increase, Roes- 
er reported. 
He cited the reduction -of the 


number of suggestions for nation- 
alization of the oil industry in or- 
der to prevent waste of an irre- 
placable 
natural 
resource. 
He 
urged the oil men to continue 
methods for production 
without 


waste, for keeping oil in natural 
storage beneath the surface until 
needed, and conserving resources. 


Roeser urged the oil men to con- 


sider their responsibility as indus- 
trial employers to use their new 
prosperity to put^ men to work.
